Edmonton, Eept. 26—The )>est 
news that Alberta farmers have 
bad for years, apart from this 
year’s good crop, was the judg¬ 
ment of the Alberta appeal court 
over the week-end, ruling ultra 
vires the Production Tax act by 
which the Provincial Govern¬ 
ment planned to take from far¬ 
mers seven per cent oT~all the 
agricultural produce in the pro¬ 
vince. 

The appeal court was unani¬ 
mous in its decision, declaring 
that the proposed tax would be 
“indirect” taxation and there¬ 
fore outside the powers of the 
provincial legislature, according 
to the terms of the Constitution 
of Canada. By that judgment 
the British North America act 
and the Alberta supreme court 
combined to have the effect of 
saving millions of dollars, for Al¬ 
berta farmers, which the Aber- 
hart government would have tak 
•n in taxes under its legislation. 

There was reason to believe, 
at the same time, that at least 
some of the members of that 
same provincial government are 
relieved by the quashing of the 
Production Tax act, which was 
passed last spring under the glor 
ions but somewhat misleading 
title of the “Agricultural Land 
Relief Act.” Fanners throughout 
the province—even Social Credit 
party groups — had protested 
vigorously against the act be¬ 
cause it was obvious that the 
legislation would tako millions 
of dollars out of the pockets of 

citizens of the land.

That provision of the B.N.A. 
act which limits a province to 
direct taxation figured largely 
last week in a new dispute be¬ 
tween the Aberhart government 
and the chartered banks, when 
the banks decided to fight a new 
levy, by the province, amounting 
t 0 $10G,000. That tax is in ad¬ 
dition to the $221,000 which the 
banks already have been paying 
to the provincial treasury each 
year. 

The extra heavy levy was de¬ 
manded by a new act passed last 
spring as part of the govern¬ 
ment’s campaign against banks, 
coming on top of the $2,000,000 
r nnunl tax whch the privy coun 
oil subsequently declared ultra 
vires and on top of increased re¬ 
gular taxes. The $106,000 was 
to be a surtax of 50 per cent, on 
legular taxes, totalling $115 000 
which the government hoped to 
take from Alberta banks this 
year. 

Since much of those taxes is 
levied on thq full paid-up capital 
of the banks at head office—none 
of them located within the prov¬ 
ince—it has been believed for 
years past that the taxation was 
unjust and illegal. But as long 
as tlie taxes were of reasonable 
amount, the banks did not com¬ 
plain ; they were content to con¬ 
tribute to the welfare of the 
province. The efforts of the pre¬ 
sent government, however, to 
force banks to hand over in pro¬ 
vincial taxes amounts far great¬ 
er than they could ever hope to 
pay from provincial operating 
revenues had led the banks to 
challenge the province’s taxing 
power. Tlie goose that has been 
laying the golden eggs is close 
to being killed. The $224,000 
regular tax has all been paid up, 


but the banks have indicated 
they will fight the demand for 
the extra $106,000.

I nspired by the beauty of the 
Canadian Rockies, and the 
sweet tones of the bells of St.

Meantime, the propoganda de¬ 
partment of the government has 
come out again with another 
blast—a pamphlet entitled “De¬ 
mocracy Denied,” & containing 
gross misrepresentations. It 
bears the label of the “bureau of 
information and news” — the 
government agency, which is 
headed by W.E. Hayes, M.L.A., 
as director, Mr. Hayes was the 
man whose statement even L. I). 
Byrne, “Social Credit expert” 
from Londan, had to repudiate 
two weeks 

The pamphelt bears a picture 
of the parliament buildings in 
Edmonton and describes it as 
the home of the “home of the 
first Social Credit government in 
tlie world.” Yet just a few weeks 
ago Major C. H. Douglas declar¬ 
ed in a written statement nnd 
his own London newspaper that 
the present All>erta government 
is not and never has lieen a Soc¬ 
ial Credit government. 

The first of a series of para¬ 
graphs on the pamphlet’s front 
page is captioned “Sovereignty 
acknowledged,” and quotes Lord 
MacMillan, member of the Privy 
Council in London, as saying: 
“The Alberta legislature was 
within its powers—a sovereign 
legislature.” What Lord Mac¬ 
Millan actually did w rite, in re¬ 
viewing and quashing Alberta 
legislation, was this: “The Al¬ 
berta legislature was — within 
its powers—a sovereign legisla¬ 
ture.” By removing that first, 
dash the Alberta government’s 
propogandists twisted the law 
Lord’s meaning and represented 
him as saving the opposite to 
what he did say. In the rest of 
his judgment, which the pam¬ 
phlet did not mention, Lord Mac- 
Milan made it very clear that 
All>erta was not a sovereign 
legislature in the federal fields 
it tried t 0 invade. I n those fields, 
ed to listing Alberta ac ts which 
it was outside its authority. 

Most of the pamphlet is devot

ypical of tlie government’s 
versions of tlie quashed legis¬ 
lation was that of the press act; 
the pamphlet repeated the same 
old charge that the control of 
news is exercised by the finan¬ 
cial interests, that “freedom rf 
the press has become license 
to distort news and withhold es¬ 
sential information from the 
public,” and that “this anti-soc¬ 
ial aspect of the press, under in¬ 
spired direction, is being used 
to thwart the people of Alberta 
in their struggle against fin¬ 
ance.”, The government evid¬ 
ently does pot realize that the 
thousands of Alberta citizens 
who are acquainted with daily 
and weekly newspapers know 
how obviously false those char¬ 
ges are. The pamphlet denied, 
that the press act was a muzzl¬ 
ing act, despite the fact the leg¬ 
islation gave the Social Credit 
lioard the power to prohibit 
publicatin of any newspaper, or 
of articles from any source it 
might specify.

mained as deep as ever. The gov 
orment had kept secret for four 
weeks the terms of an order-in 
council which was supposed to 
explain everything. Ministers, 
including Hon. Lucien Maynard, 
made flourishing pronouncem¬ 
ents about ft new* medium of ex- 
chage and, at last, a method of 
“letting tlie people use their 
own credit.” But when the text 
of the order-in-council became 
public last Saturday j n spite of 
the goverment secrecy, it was 
seen that there was no provision 
for any scrip issue in it, A stat¬ 
ement by the premier promised 
great benefits by his “interin 
program” but the actual order 
did no more than provide for 
establishment of branches of 
the treasury department—min 
isters have been referring to 
them as “credit houses”—which 
would accept cash for deposit, 
and by some fancy means would 
undertake to pay a bonus net 
exceeding three per cent on the 
portions of deposits used in deal 
ing with merchants under con 
tract wjth the goverment. 

It was not explained how tlie 
government hoped to persuade 
citizens to deposit money with 
it, when the government has 
been holding more than $7,000,- 
000 of savings certificates funds 
for three years in default, ow¬ 
ing mainly to Alberta citizens. 
The establishment of a new’ prov 
incial marketing board, it is be¬ 
lieved here, is an attempt to 
have that board take over, from 
the “credit houses,” the market 
able goods which farmers would 
be expected to hand to the gov¬ 
ernment in exchange for scrip 
The board would sel1 for wish.

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PLANTING PEONIES 

According 1 to experience ob¬ 
tained at thi 8 Station, the per 
iod of planting peonies extends 
from September 15th, to Oct¬ 
ober 5th. Contrary to the be¬ 
lief of a large number of vte’t* 
oas to the Station who have 
seen the large peony beds in pro 
fusion of colour in June, it is 
relatively easy to grow this 
bright summer flower to a high 
state of perfection. 

Peonies are propagated by 
plants. The crowss are divided 
dividing the crowns of old 
by means of a sharp knife and 
each new piece should have at 
least one or two strong eyes. 
Sometimes it happens that the 
shovel bruises part of the root 
while digging and usually this 
part i s cut away before plant¬ 
ing. 

The peony is a deep rooted 
plant and therefore enjoys a fri¬ 
able and deeply worked soil. 
Trenching with manure to fif¬ 
teen inches deep is a good pra 
ctise and should be done espec¬ 
ially for small beds. The incorp¬ 
oration of clean river sand im¬ 
parts a friable texture to the 
soil and encourages the root* 
of the plants to spread and 
anchor themselves. 

Peonies thrive in a rich soil 
It is therefore advisable to use 
well rotted manure freely when 
spading the new bed. Phosphate 
fertilizer containing moderate 
quantities of nitrogen can also 
be used to advantage when 
working the soil but it is im¬ 
portant that this material ba 
scattered vepy lightly over the 
surgace prior to digging. Heavy 
applications of especially con- 
centiyted fertilizers generally 


harm the roots and retard pro¬ 
gress of the plant. 

Considerable attention is 
given to the depth of planting 
of peony roots at this Stat ; on. 
The cause of “blind” or non¬ 
flowering peonies especially in 
heavy soils, has invariably been 
traced to deep planting. Exper¬ 
ience has shown that for best 
results the crown or top of the 
root should be placed 0| ie and 
on e half inches or at the most 
tw Q inches below the soil level. 

When peony roots are plante 1 
the holes which are to receive 
them are generally made large 
so that the roots will not be 
cramped. Then the soil is fillerl 
in carefully around the root 
and tramped firmly with the 
heel. This practise is import¬ 
ant since very often plants lan 
guish and die because of loose 
planting . 

Where irrigation water is no' 
available, it is a good practise 
to fill the hole containing the 
firmly tramped and then to fill 
it completely with water. The 
water must be permitted to 
soak away before the hole is 
finally filled in with soil. In 
the irrigated districts the peony 
beds may be flooded to advant¬ 
age immediately after planting. 

Tlie care of peonv plants 
during the summer is simple. 
Under dry land conditions fre¬ 
quent cultivation is all that is 
necessary. In areas where water 
is available one irrigation late 
fn June is all that is necessary. 
Of course it is essential that 
the soil be cultivated as soon as 
it is dry enough to be worked.

PREPARING AND SELECT¬ 
ING THE WINTER LAYERS 

(Experimental Farms News) 

Pullets for the laying flock 
must have full opportunity, 
right from hatching tini e up to 
maturity, to make normal, heal- 
ihy growth. This requires, first 
an adequate supply of the | roll¬ 
er feeds and, second, good v ivir- 
>nmental conditions. Overt >wd- 
ing should be avoided and prec¬ 
autions taken to guard the 
health of the birds. Any birds 
showing signs of disease or 
weakness should be disposed of 
immediately. It should lie const¬ 
antly borne in mind that the 
maintenance of a healthy, profit 
able flock requires that culling 
should be a continuous process 
the year round. 

Commencing when the first 
few pullets start to lay, it is a 
recommended practice to g () ov¬ 
er the pullet flock every week 
or so moving to their permanent 
winter quarter s all those that 
seem almost ready to lay or 
have already started, states L. 
A. Gnaedinger, Head Poultry- 
man. Dominion Experimental 
Station, Lennoxville, P.Q. Feed¬ 
ing should have been so that at 
this time, the birds should lx' 
heavily fleshed and fairly fat. 

I he subsequent feeding program 
should be designed to prevent 
any marked decrease in body 
weight. Each bird should be 
carefully examined at this time 
and any that are poorly fleshed, 
very small, or deformed should 
be culled out. Heavy, sustained 
egg production demands healthy, 
well-developed bodies and rugg¬ 
ed constitutions. 

In summary, one might say: 
“Grew good birds and house no 
poor ones.”
